BEIRUT, March 17 (Agencies) 
— Sudanese President Jaafar 
Numeiri said in an interview pub- 
lished Saturday that his country 
might withdraw from the Arab 
League if it did not stop Soviet- 
backed “ invasion operations. ” 

He told the weekly Paris-based 
magazine, 41 AJ-Mostakbal, " 

“ certain self-styled liberation 
fronts ” are being trained in an 
Arab country “ to carry out Inva- 
sion operations against several 
Arab states, including the Sudan 
and Saudi Arabia. " 

** Those who tried to invade 
North Yemen from South Yemen 
belong to these groups, ” he 
added. 

Referring to die importance of . 
the Arab League foreign ministe rs’ 
meeting in Kuwait earlier this 
month to help resolve the Yemeni 
conflict, he said, “ if the Kuwait 
conference does not succeed in- 
stepping the Soviet-backed inva- 
sion operations, the latest of which 
was South Yemen’s invasion of 
North Yemen, we in the Sudan 
may be compelled to take a stand 
reaching the point of withdrawing 
from the Arab League. ” 

Numeiri said the Soviet Union’s 
strategy was aimed at undermin- 
ing Sudan’ s sovereignty by deploy- 
ing Cuban and Soviet soldiers on 
its borders. 

The Sudanese president said 
Ethiopian bead of state Lt. Col. 


Mengistu Haile Mariam hadv 
received Soviet orders banning 
him from reaching an under - 
standing with the Sudan. 

In Aden, meanwhile, it was offi- 
cially announced Saturday that the 
two Yemens have reached an 
agreement for the withdrawal of 
their forces to positions held before 
the latest outbreak of fighting bet- 
ween them. 

The South Yemen army chief of 
staff, Lt.-Col. Saleh Abu Bakr 
Husseinoon, said here the agree- 
ment was concluded during his 
talks in Sanaa, the North Yemeni 
capital, Friday. 

The talks between Husseinoon 


and his North Yemeni counter- 
part, Lt.-Col. Ali Saleh Al- 
Shaibah, were held with the par- 
ticipation of the Arab League 
Truce Supervision Committee 
leader, Syrian Gen. Ibrahim 
Muhammad Younis, the agency 
added. 

In a statement after the meeting, 
Gen. Younis said die withdrawal 
would start Saturday morning and 
would be completed by Mar. 23. 
The two sides also agreed to refrain 
from all violations of each other’s 
air space and a cease to all air activ- 
ity as soon as the withdrawal 
starts.

Chinese border move 


HONG KONG, March 17 
(Agencies) — Thousands of Lao- 
tians have staged anti-China rallies 
this week as tension mounts after 
the reported massing of C hin e s e 
troops on the Laos border. 

Up to 10,000 people attended a 
rally in the capital, Vientiane, 
Saturday and earlier in the week 
thousands of soldiers and workers 
in the border province of Phong 
Saiy vowed to stand and fight if the 
Chinese invaded their territory. 

Thousands of troops, students 
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and workers in Phong Saly had 
pledged to “ strengthen unity 
around the party and government 
and to heighten vigjltence, stand 
ready to fight and smash in time all 
sebemesand acts of the imperialists 
and reactionaries. ” 

Laos, Hanoi’s dose ally in 
Indochina, had earlier accused 
China of concentrating forces on 
its border and making armed 
intrusions into laotian territory. 

The landlocked nation of three 
millio n people, once careful not to 
anragoniag its giant Communist 
neighbor, now appears to have 
been increasingly drawn into the 
Sino- Vietnamese dispute. 

The Laotian news agency also 
accused the Chinese of conducting 
military exercises in its border 
provinces and smuggling “ spies 
and commandos into Laos to make 
subversive propaganda and sow 
discord. 

‘‘ The Felting rulers must end 
their aggression against Vietnam 
and stop all acts of interference in 
the internal affairs of .Laos, ” it 
said. 

Haribfs official daily “ Nhan 
Dan ” said Chinese agents in Laos 
were telling T aotians that “ china 
would punish Laos on certain day~ 
s, ” the same warning Pelting gave 
before its major thrust into Viet- 
nam last month. 

“ Nhan Dan, ” quoted by the 
Vietnam News Agency, said sev- 
eral Chinese divisions we remassed 
along the Sino-Laotian border as 
Peking allegedly stepped up its 
“ psychological war moves ” in 
Laos. 

“Under pressure frpm the 
enemy, the Lao people still remain 
calm and ready to cope with any 
eventuality, ’* it said. 

China announced its complete 
troop withdrawal from Vietnam- 
ese territory Friday, one month 
after its drive into the country. 

- AS both Peking and Hanoi have 
yet to decide when to bold talks to 
settle their differences, China’s 
relations with Laos have markedly 
deteriorated in the last few weeks. 

But although it says it has with- 
drawn from Vietnam, China says 
H is ready to counter-attack if there 
are more border incidents. 

Foreign Minister Huang Hua 
told a news conference all China's 
grmif had been attained in die first 
16 days of fighting, when they cap- 
tured the cities erf Lang Son, Cao 
Bang and Lao Can. 

Since China fulfilled its promise 
to leave Vietnam, he said, Vietnam 
in turn should pull out of Cam- 
bodia.

DAMASCUS, March 17 (Agen- 
cies) — Syria Saturday warned of a 
new Middle East war, as President 
Carter' 5 National Security 
Advisor Zbigniew Brzezinski 
arrived in Riyadh to try and win 
Saudi support for the Egyptian- 
Israeli peace treaty. 

The official Syrian government 
newspaper “Tishrin" said in an 
editorial the signing of a separate 
peace treaty between Egypt and 
Israel “will leave no choice to the 
confrontation states of the North- 
ern From (Syria, Iraq and Jordan) 
but to go to war to face the results 
of the Egyptian- Israeli alliance." 

The warning coincided with a 
report in the Kuwait daily news- 
paper “Al Sryasah" Saturday 
Harming chat three Iraqi divisions 
moved to Syria in the past few 
days, as part of the agreement 
between the two states to unite 
militarily. 

In Riyadh meanwhile. President 
Carter's envoy was received by 
King Khaled. 

The meeting, held shortly after 
Brzezinski’ s arrival, was attended 
by Crown Prince Fahd, Second 
Deputy Premier and Commander 
of the National Guard Prince 
Abdullah, Defense and Aviation 
Minis ter Prince Sultan, Foreign 
Minister Prince Saud ALFaisal, 
the King’s special advisor Dr. 
Rashad Pharaon and Foreign 
Undersecretary Sheikh Abdul 
Rahman Mansouri. 

An earlier meeting was held 
between the U.S. envoy and Prince 
Saud attended by I Sheikh i Abdul 
Rahman and Prince Turk Al- 
Faisal, head of security. 

The official U-S. delegation, 
which will also visit Egypt and 
Jordan, indudes Warren Christ- 
opher, Deputy Secretary of State 
Gen. David Jones, chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, and Chip 
Carter, the president’s son. 

Brzezinski will fly to Amman in 
an effort to persuade King Hussein 
to participate in the implementa- 
tion of the limited autonomy 
granted to the Palestinians of the 
Israeli-occupied West Bank of 
Jordan, under the Camp David 
accord. 

The American delegation s visit 
to Jordan has been preceded by the 

arrival in the country Saturday of 
P wiBjrfmi anop mmand nleader . Yas- 
ser Arafat, who predicted that 
Brzezinski would foil to convince 


Hussein to support a separate 
Egypti an- Israeli peace. 

He also warned that the whole 
Middle East would explode in viol- 
ence if the treaty was signed. 

Saudi Arabia criticized the 
United States- sponsored Camp 
David agreement for an Egyptian- 
Israeli peace. It maintains this is 
an inadequate . framework for a 
comprehensive Middle East 'set- 
tlement. 

The Kingdom insists that a set- 
tlement must be based on complete 
Israeli withdrawal from ali 
occupied Arab territories and rec- 
ognition of the Palestinians right to 
a state of their own. 

In a separate development a 


spokesman for the Egyptian Fore- 
ign Ministry Saturday denied a 
Syrian radio report that Saudi 
Arabia had warned it would 
impose economic sanctions, a gainst 
Egypt if a treat}' with Israel was 
signed. 

‘•Of course it is not true." saida 
spokesman, who declined use of his 
name. 

The Egyptian spokesman 
claimed there was “no indication’’ 
of a Saudi-Egyptian rift over the 
signing, expected to take place in 
Washington as early as next week.

Sigh of relief greets 
ban on Iranian trials 


TEHRAN, March 17 (Agencies) 
— Sighs of relief rippled through 
this capital Saturday in reaction to 
Ayatollah Khomeini’s decree ban- 
ning further summary trials and 
executions until new legal 
guidelines could be drafted. 

Khomeini, religious leader of 
the Islamic revolution that sent the 
Shah into exile last month, issued 
the decree Friday to save the life of 
former Prime. Minister Amir 
Abbas Hoveida. The reprieve 
rams with Hoveida's expected 
execution by revolutionary firing 
squad only hours away. 

His trial on 17 charges began 
Thursday. The prosecution 
demanded the death penalty. 

And in what may bring sighs of 
relief from oil consuming nations, 
the National Iranian Oil Company 
(NIOC) said the petroleum indus- 
try in Iran is returning to an even 
keel. 

In a statement Saturday, NIOC 
said Iran has shipped 15 million 
barrels of oil since exports 
resumed March 5 after a ten- week 
stoppage. 

NIOC said Irans output now 
stood at 2 5 Million barrels a day 
— with 700,000 barrels being set 
aside for domestic consumption. 
Production and refining are prog- 
ressing satisfactorily, NIOC 
added. 

Under the Shah, Iran reached a 


peak production of 6.5 million 
barrels a day — with around 5.7 
million barrels being sold abroad, 
making this country the world’s 
second-largest exporter after 
Saudi Arabia. 

Recent Iranian sales have been 
on-off deliveries awarded to the 
highest bidder. NIOC, which 
Saturday began celebrating the 
28th anniversary of the national- 
ization of Iraq's oil industry, said 
longterm contract deliveries would 
resume in the second week of the 
Iranian new year. The new year 
begins on March 21 . 

Ko me ini's banning of summary 
trials comes after at least 63 former 
officials and military leaders are 
known to have been executed since 
Feb! 12.' They were tried by 
revolutionary courts in the pro- 
vinces and- in Tehran. A Qom 
police driver W3S the 63rd victim 
just hours before Khomeini issued 
his decree. 

The last to be executed, Al 
Asghar Hadadi, driver for the 
Qom deputy police chief was found 
guilty of lolling anti-Shah demons- 
trators. 

Khomeini’s decree did not ret a 
deadline for the Islamic Revolutio- 
nary Council and courts to draw 
up new Laws for tte trials and 
executions. Observers believe the 
order was purposely left vague and

The official, who 
asked not to be named, said it was 
“unlikely** the United States 
would fool the entire bill, but he 
emphasized that a final aid figure 
has not been ret. 

In Tel Aviv, Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin delayed until 
Monday a planned Sunday cabinet 
debate on the treaty. Aides said 
Begin w as suffe ring a slight case of 
the flu, but there were repons Ire 
wanted the additional time to head 
off a political revolt in his own 
cabinet. 

The National Religious Party, a 
key member of Begin’s ruling coal- 
ition, has demanded modifications 
of the autonomy plan that would 
formally rule out creation of a 
Palestinian state on the West 
Bank. The dispute is not expected 
to threaten the treaty, but cxuiki 
undermine Begin’s 'government 
and complicate future West Bank 
negotiations. 

As preparations for signing the 
peace treaty continued Palesti- 
nians and Jewish students clashed 
Saturday in the old city of 
Jerusalem when the Jews attemp- 
ted to enter the Holy Temple 
Mount, police said. 

Police said one Jewish youth w as 
mildly wounded in a scuffle bet- 
ween Palestinian guards and the 
group of about 20 students who 
tried to enter the site, which is for- 
bidden to Jews. 

The Temple Mount is consi- 
dered one of the holiest sites in 
Islam. Jews are forbidden to enter 
the area, where the Dome of the 
Rock, and the Ai-Aqsa Mosque now- 
stand. 

One of the youths wascariyinga 
rille, but no shots were fired, and 
police dispersed the unruly crowd 
as scon as they arrived, according 
to the police. 

Israel radio said shots were fired 
into the air , and a group of Palesti-

Kuwait seeks U.N. panel 
to probe occupied lands 


UNTIED NATIONS, March 17 
(Agencies) — Kuwait has formally 
introduced a Security Council 
resolution to establish a five- 
member commission to investigate 
the situation in the territories 
occupied by Israel since 1967, 
including Jerusalem. 1 

The commission would be 
requested to report back by the 
end of May and the council would 
reconvene in June to take 
*• appropriate action forthwith, 
including measures under the 
relevant provisions of the Charter 
of the UN.” 

The draft, also sponsored by 
Bangladesh, Nigeria and Zambia, 
would have the council express its 
“indignation at the persistence of 
Israel” in carrying out policies in 
the territories as “the establish- 
ment of settlements and the mas- 
rive expropriation of lands, water 
and other resources.” 

It would determine that ah such 
policies and practices have no legal 
validity and constitute a serious 
obstruction to achieving a com- 
prehensive, just and lasting peace 
in the Middle East. 

The resolution was presented 
Friday as the council continued a 
debate, initiated last Friday at the 
request of Jprdan, on the situation 


in the Lands captured by Israel in 
the 1967 Middle East war. It is 
expected to be voted on early next 
week. 

China meanwhile has urged the 
council to strongly condemn 
"Israeli Zionism” in occupied 
Arab lands and to back the Pales- 
tinian cause. 

Ambassador Chen Chu Friday 
told the sixth session on Israeli 
occupation policy that China sup- 
ported Jordan's request to the 
Security Council to establish a 
committee to conduct on-the-spot 
investigations of Israeli practices 
and to take action against Israel if 
necessary. 

Israeli authorities, he said, had 
“carried out one. war after 
another" and had made “a delib- 
erate attempt" to chang: the 
nature of land seized in the 1967 
war. 

The Chinese ambassador 
accused Israel of destroying 
homes, demolishing buildings, and 
illegally confiscating large tracts of 
land in a “devastating exploita- 
tion” of Palestinians which placed 
them “under a rule of darkness 
and terror. ”

RFK suspected Hoffa in JFK killing 


WASHINGTON March 17, 
(AP) — Immediately after the 1963 
murder of President John F. Ken- 
nedy, his bro tbe r Robert suspected 
'that ’union leader Jimmy Hoffa 
might have been involved, accord- 
ing to a draft of the House of Rep- 
resentatives Assassinations Com- 
mittee’s final report. 

“The committee teamed that 
Attorney General Robert F. Ken- 
nedy and White House Chief of 
StaffKermeth O'Donnell contacted 
several associates about the possi- 
bility of Teamste rs Union oro rgan- 
ized crime involvement.” the draft 
report said. 

Hoffa was head of the Teamsters 


Union of truck drivers at the time. 

But House investigators have no 
direct evidence thateitherHoffoor 
two reputed mob bosses conspired 
to assassinate the president, 
according to the draft material 
reteased Friday. 

Robert Kennedy, campaigning 
for the Democratic presidential 
nomination, was himself slain at a 
Los Angeles hotel in June 1968. 
Sirhan Sirhan, a Palestinian 
immigrant, is serving a life term 
for the slaying. 

Hoffa disappeared on July 30, 
1975 and has not been seen since. 
Deputy Attorney General Benja- 
min Civiletti said in January that 
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the fevestigatioh of FfoSVs &>sf> 
pear&uce was still “very much 
open.” 

Under the president and Robert 
Kennedy, the Justice Department 
had succeeded in sending Hoffa to 
jailonconvictioQof jury tamper- 
ing.

The report drew no conclusion 
on whether Hoffa might have been 
involved in a conspiracy to assassi- 
nate the president. 

In a preliminary report released

Now that the Carter administration has apparently persuaded 
Egypt and Israel to sign a peace treaty, the American president and his 
advisors are turning their anention to Jordan and Saudi Arabia, two 
countries whose support the United States feels is essential to the 
■‘success" of the treaty. A "high-level delegation" of U.S. officials has 
been dispatched lo Riyadh and Amman in an effort to win Saudi and 
Jordanian backing for the proposed treaty, which most observers 
believe will be signed within a few weeks. It is expected that the 
delegation — which includes National Security Advisor Brzezinski. 
Deputy Secretary of State Christopher, and chairman of the Joint 
Chfefsof Staff Gen. Jones — will try to apply the same pressure tactics 
to Saudi Arabia and Jordan that Mr. Carter used on Israel and Egypt 
during his recent Middle East peace shuttle. These tactics involve the 
following U.S. argument: The greatest threat to the Middle East and 
the oil- rich Gulf at present is Soviet expansionism , and it is crucial to 
pur aside Arab-Israeli and inter-Arab differences over the peace 
process and join forces in a regional alliance under the American 
security umbrella to counter Soviet moves aimed at the Gulf oilfields. 

Regrettably, this argument, while it contains elements of truth, 
also involves oversimplifications, naive assumptions, and potentially 
perilous consequences. While Saudi and Jordanian leaders certainly 
sympathize with Mr. Carters concerns over Soviet expansionism — 
indeed Saudi Arabia was one of the first countries to alert the United 
Statesto Soviet moves in this region — it would be a dangerous mistake 
for the White House to assume that the Palestinian question and other 
key Middle East issues can be swept under the tug in the rush to 
counter Russian gains in the area. In fact, the present course of the 
Carter peace initiative — with its emphasis on a separate Egyptian- 
Israeli peace and its neglect of the Palestinian question — seems 
destined to lead to a rad realization of the Arab world and open the 
door to fu rthe r Soviet gains in the region . The U .S. seems determined 
to ignore the core Issues of the Middle East conflict and instead devote 
its energies to creating an American strategic security umbrella ulti- 
mately designed to keep the Gulf oilfields out of Communist hands. 
Ironically.', this course of action may produce the very state of affairs 
it is seeking to avoid. 

Mr. Carter has apparently won President Sadat's support for the 
treaty with Israel by raising the specter of Soviet expansionism, by 
promising Egypt large amounts of aid and by assuring the Egyptian 
leader that he will pe rsonally work for a j ust sol utfon to the Palestinian 
problem. The flaw in this last pledge is obvfous. If President Carter 
was unable to persuade Israel to accept a definite timetable for Pales- 
tinian autonomy prior to the signing of an Egyptian-Israeli treaty, 
how is it possible to do so afterwards? When the treaty is signed, Israel 
will have achieved its principal aim. the neutralizdrionof the Egyptian 
front in tire event of a future Arab-Israeli war. The Jewish state will be 
under link: pressure to recognize the Palestinians’ right to self- 
determination. Mcnuhcm Begin will happily consent to the election of 
a powerless puppet council to preside over the West Bank and Gaza. 
The Israeli prime minister will never agree to substantive demands 
that would give the Palestinian council the power to truly govern the 
occupied territories and prepare for eventual full self-determination. 

The American delegation now visiting Saudi Arabia and Jordan 
should give serious thought to these realities. Mr. Brzezinski and his 
coltcagiresmusi come to realize that Arabs have national interests just 
like the Ante rieans do . And A rabs cannot tv; expected to sac rifice these 
interests to satisfy the foreign policy aims of one superpower or 
another. The Arab states are not pawns in some global chess game. 
That era has long since passed.

At a demons! rat ion in Abadan 
attended by a reported Hl.iHUI 
people, leaders of the Arabs of 
Khuzestan last week announced a 
series of demands very similar To 
those put forward In the Kurds, 
the Baluchis and the Turkish- 
speaking Azerbaijanis. 

According to Iranian newspap- 
ers. the list included a greater 
share of the oil revenue from 
Khuzestan. priority tor Arabs in 
local administrative and military 
appointments, and the teaching of 
Arabic as the first language in the 
schools. The Arabs also asked for 
representation in the central 

cabinet. 

The Arabic-speaking people of 
the southwestern province of 
Kuribslan constituted a majority 
of the local population when oil 


was first discovered and exploited. 
Since then, other Iranians, mainly 
from the dominant Farsi-speaking 
ethnic group, have flooded in and 
the Arabs probably no longer con- 
stitute a majority, although no 
reliable statistics are available. 
However, they are at the very least 
a sizeable minority. 

The Arab tribes of the area 
were semi-independent until Rcza 
Shah established control and have 
never been happy under the 
Tehran government. In the sixties, 
encouraged by Iraq, there was a 
movement for the liberation of 
what was called " Arabestan ” 
from Iranian control. However, it 
never presented a major problem 
to the old Iranian authority and 
was destroyed when Iran and Iraq 
settled their differences in 1975. 
Another minor liberation move- 
ment has also operated calling for 
autonomy rather than indepen- 
dence. 

Although the Arabs have been 
one of the least active ethnic 
minority in Iraq, they are crucial 
to the federal question, simply 
because they sit on top of the oil. 

It has been clear from the 
moment the revolutionaries took 
over, that all demands for auton- 
omy were being weighed in the 
light of the problem of continued 
control of the oil area, the key to 
power and prosperity in Iran. (G) 
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Vietnam: Who learnt a lesson?

LONDON — 

The Chinese leaders sent their 
troops into Vietnam, they said, to 
teach the Vietnamese a lesson. 
Now they have reportedly with- 
drawn their troops so presumably 
they believe that lesson has been 
taught. 

The Vietnamese, of course, do 
not agree and as far as the military 
engagements of this curious war 
are concerned they may be right 
The Chinese, it is generally 
agreed, did not succeed in drawing 
into battle more than a fraction of 
the regular Vietnamese divisions 
that guard Hanoi and the Red 
River Delta. Nor did the Viet- 
namese have to shift troops from 
Cambodia, which would have 
helped the Pol Pot guerrillas that 
China supports. 

This is not lo say that the Chin- 
ese attack was halted by second- 
rate troops. Vietnamese regional 
forces can be very good, especially 
in defense. This was shown time 
and again in the old Vietnam war 
even by Saigon's local forces. 

Still, the operation has left the 
impression of a rusty Chinese 
military machine. The Vietnam- 
ese. with a cunning show of 
chivalry, declared that they would 
not harass the Chinese while they 
withdraw, although an army mov- 
ing backwards is a very tempting 
target. 

It is unlikely, however, that such 
deficiencies that did show up in 
the Chinese army came as much 
surprise to the Chinese leadership. 
They seem to be well aware of the 
problems caused by lack of com- 
bat experience (the Chinese army 
has not fought since the Korean 
war) and out-of-date equipment. 
From this point of view the incur- 
sion into Vietnam was a chance for 
China’s generals to learn some 
useful lessons. 


But although Vice Premier 
Teng Hsiao-ping remarked that it 
was time to destroy the myth of 
Vietnamese invincibility, the 
Chinese invasion was as much a 
demonstration of political will as 
military strength. And this is why 
it will take some time to see who 
has learnt what lesson. 

In one sense the Chinese did to 
the Vietnamese what any great 
power does to a small neighbour 
which, in the great power’s eyes, 
has got out of control. 

Consider what the Vietnamese 
have done to annoy China. They 
are trying to establish themselves 
as the dominanr influence 
throughout Indochina. This has 
meant engineering the overthrow 
of a Chinese-backed regime in 
Cambodia, and diminishing Chin- 
ese influence in Laos, a shrimp of a 
country which is not only tradi- 
tionally friendly to China but 
shares a land border with it. 

The Vietnamese have not only 
joined the camp of China’s chief 
rival, the Soviet Union. They have 
even sighed a defense treaty with 
the Russians. One only has to 
think of the close watch Moscow 
keeps on events in Finland, or the 
less successful American attempts 
to interfere in Castro's Cuba, to 
see that Chinese displeasure with 
the Vietnamese fits into the con- 
ventional pattern of Great Power 
behavior. 

Neither the Russians nor 
Americans, the Chinese might 
argue, would have tolerated a Vie- 
tnam on their borders. 

The Chinese cannot expect the 
Vietnamese to dump the Soviet 
Union and rush into an alliance 
with them instead. Bui they can 
expect the Vietnamese to loosen a 
bit their links with the Soviet 
Union. Some people believe that 
the Vietnamese were hesitant 
both about entering Comecon 
(East Europe's version of the 
Common Market) and signing. 


late last year, a friendship treaty 
with Moscow. 

The Vietnamese are now com- 
ing close to total dependence on 
the Soviet bloc and that goes 
against Vietnam's traditional pol- 
icy of independence, for which- in 
the last 30 years, so many Viet- 
namese have died. 

So perhaps China is pushing on 
a door that is not entirely closed. 
Even with its troops out of Viet- 
nam the Chinese can still cause 
Hanoi trouble. It can force the 
Vietnamese to spend money on 
border defenses. It can supply the 
Pbl Pot guerrillas in Cambodia 
f and apparently already is doing 
so) which will make Vietnam’s 
support of the new Cambodian 
regime an expensive business. 
Even the new Phnom Penh 
regime’s own broadcasts give the 
impression of a country dissolving 
into disorder. 

Laos, too, is another place 
where China can put pressure on 
Vietnam. The Laotians, very 
aware of their weakness, have 
always tried to be friends with all 
their bigger neighbors but recently 
the Vietnamese have been drag- 
ging more and more anti-Chinese 
statements out of them. 

It would be the easiest thing in 
the world for the Chinese to help 
the mountain tribes of Laos fight a 
guerrilla war against the 30,000- 
40,000 Vietnamese now stationed 
in Laos. Significantly, China has 
just accused Vietnam of establish- 
ing “a complete military occupa- 
tion and strict political control 
under the cover of aid" in Laos 
and also of annexing "vast areas of 
Laotian territory." 

So the price to Vietnam, already 
suffering under severe economic 
difficulties at home, of continuing 
all-out defiance of China could 
become very high. The lesson of 
the invasion was that China is 
serious about exacting that price.

Peace and the presidency

CAIRO — 

It began as an uncertain presi- 
dential shuttle and it ended in a 
tour de force. 

At 5:05 p.m., an hour and a half 
later than expected. Presidents 
Carter and Sadat strode out of the 
pavilion of Cairo International 
Airport, between the tall marbled 
columns and down the red ca rpet 
to the microphone. 

Just 18 hours earlier, back in 
Jerusalem, Carter’s advisers had 
been decidedly down as they talked 
about bow no compromise seemed 
in tight and the prospect of faflu re 
seemed clear. Now Carter looked 
somber, even grim, and certainly 
exhausted as he approached the 
microphone. 

Carter gestured for Sadat to 
speak first. Sadat gestured for 
Carter to speak first. Then Carter 
spoke, his face showing strain and 
not elation. But his words made it 
clear that his unprecedented 
attempt at shuttle summitry had 
achieved the results few of his own 
advisers had even dared to hope 
for when they left Washington. 

"I am convinced that now we 
have defined all the main ingre- 
dients of a peace treaty between 
Egypt and Israel which will be the 
cornerstone of a comprehensive 
settlement in the Middle East,” be 
said. 

Then be turned and left, pausing 
only for the obligatory anthems. 
Fifteen minutes after be had 
walked out the pavilion door. Air 
Force One was roaring into the 
sky. He came, he said his piece, he 
left. And in his wake there was only - 
a stunned silence — not even a 
silver bullet was left behind. 

On the ground, Anwar Sadat 
was not talking. He, too, was grim 
and he was turning his back on the 
cameras and making for bis 
helicopter. There in the baricaded 
bullpen , on this day that j ust might 
be one of the most significant in the 
history of the Middle East, there 
was quiet — no cheers, no shouts 
— and finally there was the sound 
of reporters interviewing each 
other, for there was one-left to talk 
to and die moment seemed too 
important to be left in silence. 

Jimmy Carter had broken aO of 


the conventions and traditions of 
diplomacy. T)te rufcsof the game 
say the top leaders never venture 
onto foreign soil unless they know 
just what is going to happen. They 
leave the messiness of negotiating, 
the give-and -take and the infight- 
ing and bluffing, to the techni- 
cians. 

Sen. Jacob Javits. (R-N .Y.). had 
wished Carter well just before he 
kft Washington, but he could not 
help adding' that he assumed Car- 
te r had a Midcast peace agreement 
all tied down because if he did not 
he was *’ Crazy " for going. 

The president and his men kept 
saying that things were in no way 
tied down — in fact, there were no 
strings attached at all. they said. 

So Carter broke convention and 
tradition, doing it in a way none of 
his predecessors had done — and 
he accomplished something none 
ofthemeverhad.Hegotthe Israeli 
leader and the Egyptian leader to 
agree to the same te rms of the same 
treaty of peace. 

Just a month ago, Anwar Sadat 
would not even utter the notion of a 
separate treaty and Menahcm 
Begin recoiled from even the sligh- 
test suggestion of “autonomy" for 
Palestinians in the occupied areas. 

Perhaps it can still fall apart. 
The Knesset in Israel can turn 
against Begin and his cabinet. The 
treaty language could be rejected 
or revised . But that is not what 
American officials expect. Even if 
it all does fall, the accomplishment 
of Jimmy Carter in American view 
is now established as a personal 
success — and if peace becomes 
reality.it will gp down as one of the 
true_dipk>matic triumphs. 

For Jimmy Carter, it comes at a 
much appreciated time. He has 
plummeted in the polls at home 
and he is rated a2-to-l lose r among 
those of his own party when he is 
put up against Sen £d ward Ken- 
nedy. D- Mass. 

The rap on Carter has been that 
he was not a leader and was not 
competent. But by doing his dip- 
lomacy in his own way be may well 
have reveraed that public opinion 
slide and carved a special place for 
himself.

‘Intrusive’ techniques

WASHINGTON — 

A proposal giving U.S. intellig- 
ence agencies limited power to spy 
electronically on any American 
abroad is being drafted for U.S. 
National Security Council consid- 
eration. 

The proposed new rule came to 
light in an American Civil Liber- 
ties Union letter charging that it 
“even would undermine the 
already far too permissive stan- 
dards” in President Carter’s Janu- 
ary 1978 executive order to con- 
trol the intelligence community. 

Justice Department aides are 
drafting the proposed intelligence 
legislation for consideration by 
the NSCs special coordinating 
committee. 

The ACLU expressed its pro- 
test In a five-page, tingle-spaced 
letter from director John H.F. 
Shattuck to Attorney General 
Griffin Bell. 

Bell and his aides declined to 
comment because the criticized 
proposal is a tentative draft that 
has not yet received either the 
approval of the NSC panel or of 
President Carter. 

U.S. administration officials 


have been engaged in a tortuous 
exercise to write a code of 
behaviour governing spy agencies, 
at home and abroad. With the 
Senate Intelligence Committee, 
they hope to complete a legislative 
charter spelling out what the FBI. 
CIA, National Security Agency 
and others can and cannot do. 
Their task is to reconcile agency 
demands for information with the 
liberties guaranteed by the Bill of 
Rights. 

The charter draft that drew the 
ACLU fire would enable the 
agencies to bug, wiretap, break in 
and use other techniques to gain 
information regarded as vital from 
Americans abroad who have 
committed no crime. The spy unit 
would first have to get an approv- 
ing order from a judge. 

Thus the test to permit these 
“intrusive" techniques would 
depend on the importance of the 
information and not on the con- 
duct of the citizen spied upon. In 
contrast, current legislation per- 
mitting electronic spying on 
Americans at home requires a jud- 
icial finding that the target is an 
“agent of a foreign power" who is 
engaged in activity that may 
involve a federal crime.

t‘01d Mr. Einstein’ 

V recalled in Princeton

^ PRINCETON — He was 
perhaps the greatest theorist of aU 
'time, enjoyed playing the violin 
; and was a good shot with a squirt 
~guu. He accurately foretold the 
findings of today’s astrophysics a 
half-century before technology 
could catch up with his insights, 
and he had trouble at times finding 
Iris front door. 

Albert Einstein is being lauded 
throughout the world on the cen- 
tennial of his birth (March 14, 
1879) as the giant of theoretical 
physics, a possessor of true genius, 
anthor, philosopher, 
humanitarian. But in this New 
Jersey community where he spent 
his last decades, an additional 
affection is expressed for Einstein 
the man — his warmth, kindness, 
chfld-like sense of play, even his 
frequent absent-mindedness. 

Amid the outpouring of praise 
for the late Nobel Prize winner, 
- friends often note that praise was 
one thing Einstein enduringly 
hesitated to accept during his life, 
although he bore his fame 
patiently. 

'. “He was the most humble, 
genuinely humble, man you could 
possibly meet,” one acquaintance 
says.' 

In 1933. as the political situa- 
tion worsened in Germany. Eins- 
tein settledin this academically 
.oriented town. He acquired a 
modest residence on quiet Mercer 
Streer with his stepdaughter Mar- 
got and secretary Helen Dukas, 
who still lives there, and his wife 
Elsa (who died in 1936).

In Princeton, with its numerous 
amateur musicians. Einstein is 
much associated with his violin. 
He enjoyed playing on weekends 
with associates from the Institute 
fdr Advanced Studies, or as part of 
local amateur chamber ensem- 
bles. 

Always mannerly and consider- 
ate when receiving viators, he 
simply tolerated many social 
forms. Once, while patiently sit- 
ting through a long after-dinner 
speech, he. whispered to a friend, 
“I think 1 have a new difinition of 
infinity." His grooming was 
casual, even careless, and now 
legend — bushy, untrimmed hair 
and mustache, wom sweaters and 
baggy pants made him a local 
character. 

A theorist, Einstein did no 
empirical research, but worked 
out experiments and formuladons 
in his mind. Intense concentration 
on abstract problems sometimes, 
yielded, however, unexpected and 
unpublishable results. 

One day, while walking along 
lost in thought. Einstein cafne 
upon an open street-construction 
trench and tumbled in. Local 
photographer Alan Richards hap- 
pened by and snapped the picture. 

Einstein emerged from the 
bole, unhurt but mortified. He 
begged Richards not to print the 
pboto, and Richards replied by 
handing Einstein his film on the 
spot. For years afterward Einstein 
was the subject of many informal, 
but more complimentary, por- 
traits by the photographer. 


It was one mile to his office at 
the Institute for Advanced 
Studies, where his “professor- 
ship" allowed him to continue his 
work. Einstein walked the ^dis- 
tance every day in good weather 
and was soon encountered by 
other users of the tree-shaded 
. thoroughfares — the neighbour- 
hood children. 


Various youngsters befriended 
“old Mr. Einsteirf' (or vice versa) 
during his latter years. One boy 
. met Win punctually at 4 p.ra. on 
Einstein's return walk, traded 
*■ jokes with him and was often 
taken home to view the scientist’s 
chemistry equipment while Eins- 
tein sat with a pad of paper on his 
A\ knee and “wrote funny numbers." 
Before his death on April 18, 
1955, Einstein was pursuing a 
unified field theory encompassing 
gravity, magnetism and atomic 
i er *rgy. 

Two other boys discovered that 
the founder of the special theoty 
. of relativity possessed consider- 
able prowess with a water pistol. 
Bach summer they would provide 
^mselves and Einstein with 
guns. He was a good shot 
both in pace and turn dueling and 
in cowboy-style straight draw. 


Several stories persist aoout 
Einstein’s helping children with 
*beir arithmetic homework, but 
these ore probably apocryphal. He 
turned down one such request 



George Olsen, of nearby Belle 
Mead, N.J., recalls that Einstein's 
front door was painted red to aid 
the scientist in finding his way 
borne. “He was ending up in 
everyone else’s house on the 
street," says Olsen, who came in 
contact with the professor in the 
course of several second jobs 
Olsen worked while bringing up 
his family. 

Olsen was doing routine 
maintenance on the Einsteins’ oil 
furnace one afternoon while the 
physicist was also in basement, 
cheerfully working on a sculpture 
in stone. “I think it was supposed 
to be Franklin Roosevelt,” Olsen 
says. He noticed Einstein's tools. 
“He was using chisels that were 
real dime-store quality. 1 didn't 
know how he was making a dent in 
that granite, but he was." _ 

Meanwhile, Margot Einstein, 

with characterisric.old-worid hos- 
pitality, brought the visiting 
worker a glass of lemonade. 

Yet despite a reputation as the 
quintessential absentminded pro- 
fessor. Einstein was hardly out of 
touch with the realities, often 
grim, of the academic and political 
world. 

Psychologist Hadley Cantril, 
who lived a few doors away on 
Mercer Street, once demonstrated 
a model of his now-famous 
trapezoidal room for Einstein. 
The physicist grasped at once the

psychological and philosophical 
import of the perceptual illusions 
caused by the seemingly square 
interior. 

Cantril remarked that he was 
frustrated by the refusal of fellow 
ptychologists to take his findings 
seriously. Einstein comforted 
Cantril by noting, “I have learned, 
don’t waste time trying to con- 
vince your colleagues." 

Albert (Tad) Cantril. the late 
psychologist's son, remembers 
how Einstein disdained, some- 
times with vehemence, attempts 
to venerate him. Tad’s mother had 
wished that her young son and 
daughter might each have an 
autographed book as a memento 
of their great neighbor. So she cal- 
led at Einstein’s home and spoke 
with his secretary. 

“She was right in the middle of 
explaining her visit to Miss 
Dukas,” Cantril says, “and was 
talking about Einstein’s being a 
great man when he came down- 
stairs.” 

Hearing the conversation, at 


that juncture, the usually patient 
and gentle Einstein exploded in 
anger. “This is what breeds Hitlers 
and Stalins.” 

At that moment a visiting col- 
league ut Einstein's interceded 
and asked Mrs. Cantril to leave 
the books. She departed, “feeling 
about two inches high," but Eins- 
tein did autograph the volumes 
and return them. ’ 

Knowing how he felt about adu- 
lation causes many of his friends 
and former neighbors in Princeton 
to ponder how Einstein would 
react to certain of the centennial 
commemorations, such as the 
giant-scale Einstein statue plan- 
ned foT the National Academy of 
Sciences. 

One occasion when he did not 
receive adulation, or even any 
nonce, serves to reveal human 
nature and the place of a man like 
Albert Einstein in the events of 
everyday life. 

George Olsen remembers 
■working many evenings as an 
usher at the Princetonlayhouse 


movie theater when Einstein and 
his stepdaughter attended the 
shows. One night, standing in the 
lobby while the film played, Olsen 
noticed an expectant crowd 
gathering outside. 

“I thought they were coining to 
see Albert Einstein and give him a 
big reception." he recalls. “Then 
the movie let out. Einstein and his 
daughter came out. and nobody 
said boo to them. They walked 
away, and I don’t think anybody 
noticed him.” 

The mystery was explained 
moments later when pop singer 
Johnnie Ray, visiting in town that 
night, emerged from the theater to 
a frenzy of screams. 

While the individual who gave 
humanity monumental insights 
into the nature of the universe and 
time disappeared down the street, 
the crowd flocked around its star 
of the moment. 

Had Albert Einstein been 
aware of Lhe scene he was leaving 
behind, he would no doubt have 
smiled gently, — ( WP) 


Italy’s disco fashion politics

LOS ANGELES — It all 
started, she says, when the inter- 
national edition of “Newsweek" 
did u story on the disco influence 
in fashion. 

The Italians, ever eager for a 
new clothes cause and fearful that 
the Americans had discovered 
something they didn't know 
about, began to Uebale the pros 
and cons of disco. Italy's national 
newspaper. “Conciere Della S- 
era,” ran daily editorials on the 
subject. It began to sake on politi- 
cal overtones. The question 
became: Should young leftists 
dance or not? 

The movement came to be 
known asTravoltismo. 

Milanese designer Mariuccia 
Mandelli of Krizia calls it the most 
controversial national issue since 
machismo. She also calls it patso 
(crazy). And she usesTravolrismo 
to explain the essential difference 
between American and Italian 
fashion. 

“One cannot discuss the effects 
of the disco movement on fashion 


in Italy in the same contest as it 
exists in America." says Mandelli. 
"In >i«ur country and in other 
pans of Europe — especially 
France — disco implies happy- 
go-lucky. joie de vivie. In Italy . 
disco implies pi Jibes. In Italy, 
politics affect everything " 

But there has been no attendant 
disco craze in Milan, she explains. 
“There was talk of a Studio 54. but 
nothing has ever materialized. 
Italy is not about to become one 
enormous disco." 

Along with the polities of disco, 
the politics of China arc now a 
prime topic of conversation in 
Italy, according to the designer. 
But’ neither theme wil! be used in 
her fall collection scheduled to 
open next month in Milan. She 
explains: 

" Im not asking for praise, but 
I've always dune the body clothes 
associated with disco, so this is nor 
a new idea for me. And I’ve 
already done the Mao influence in 
fashion, so the timing is not right 
to bring back that idea." 

What is right, in Mandelli’ s 


view, is to give women what she 
culls a little change within the con- 
text of classics. 

"1 don't want to put dictates «m 
w hat a woman can or cannot wear. 
She should wear what she feels 
best in. But a little chance is neces- 
sary — especially if that littie 
change is a little touch of humor, i; 
is for this reason that I always 
show short shorts with amusing 
accessories such as gold stockings 
and shots." 

What is not amusing to mandelli 
is the Paris louiurc's recent redo- 
of the past. 

As Mandelli sees it. one of the 
major differences between 
America and Europe revolves 
around vv hat she calls the personal 
versus the collective view of life 

"The collectivists are angry- 
right now. because many Euro- 
peans arc returning to the concept 
of a personal universe. And 
nowhere is this personal universe 
more obvious than in Beverly 
Hills. It’s much more liberated 
than New York. It has a sivle of its 
own." —(LAT) \

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Fed okays foreign buying 
of three American banks 


WASHINGTON, March 17 
(AP) — The takeover of three of 
the United States' largest banks by 
foreign corporations has been 
approved by the Federal Reserve 
Board. 

The action clears the way for the 
London- based Standard Char- 
tered Bank Ltd. to acquire Union 
Bank of Los angeles, the 25th 
largest American bank. 

It would also allow the sale of 
controlling interests in two New 


York banks, the National Bank of 
North America and Marine Mid- 
land to foreign companies. 

The board said the California 
transaction could go ahead 
immediately but that the New 
York sales required approval from 
the New York state superintendent 
of banks. 

Midland Marine, now the 
United States' 12th largest bank 
with some $ 7 billion in deposits, 
would become the nation's largest 


Venezuela oil official 


wants more capacity 


CARACAS. Match 17 (AP) — 
Venezuela's new energy and mines 
minister says the capacity of the 
state-owned petroleum industry to 
produce crude oil must be 
increased, but that this does not 
mean Venezuela must increase 
production. 

Venezuela produces about 2 J 
million barrels of crude a day. 

Huberto Calderon Berti. win 
took office last Monday with the 
new Social Christian government, 
says this rate is about 97 per cent ol 
capacity. 

"This is not desirable. What is 
desi table is for us to have a cushion 


between production volume and 
real capacity of at least 500,000 
barrels a day, so that the country 
can have a greater flexibility in its 
operations," In said. 

Calderon, a 37-year-old geolog- 
ist and petroleum engineer, says 
Venezuela "must make a great 
effort" to drill new wells and 
recondition old ones. 

There was no indication in 
Calderon's statements that Ven- 
ezuela's capacity could be 
increased in the short term nor 
that the count ry, which earns 95 
per cent of its foreign income from 
oil, would be able to step up pn> 
duction quickly.

Inflation blunts market optimism 


NEW YORK, March 17 (AP) — 
Although the stock market has 
borne up well in recent weeks. 
Wall Streeters remain uniformly 
gloomy about what most of them 
consider the United States 
economy ’sNo. 1 problem — infla- 
tion. 

The U.S. government is due to 
report this coming Friday on the 
consumer price index for Febru- 
ary, and analysts see little'chance 
that the figures will show any 
marked improvement. 

As the Merrill Lynch market 
letter summed up the situation: 


Gold goes 
up, dollar 
holds firm 


LONDON, March 17 (AP) — 
The price of gold surged $ 4 an 
ounce higher on European bullion 
markets Friday, while the dollar 
gained against aD major curren- 
cies. 

Bullion dealers said the gold 
price was affected by buying 
orders in expectation of a rise in 
prices next week. They said gold 
also was affected by rising prices 
for other metals. 

in Zurich gold closed at $ 
244.125 an ounce, up$4on Thurs- 
day's dosing 240.125. 

The dollar looked firm in the 
European exchange raa rkets as the 
week ended, despite a slight dip in 
Tokyo. European dealers said 
trading was helped by a rise in 
West German producer prices and 
the announcement of a 1 3 percent 
rise in U.S. industrial production 
last month. 


“Prices advanced 0.9 pier cent in 
January, 10.8 per cent at an 
annual rate, in a series of broad- 
based gains led by food. The 
near-term outlook for smaller 
increases is not good."

When East puts up the 
queen of hearts, you don't take 
it with the ace, but play the 
jack on it! When East returns 
a low heart, you win it in 
dummy with the ten and cash 
the ace of diamonds, dis- 
carding (he ace of hearts on 
it! Now you cannot be 
defeated and you make low 
spades in this scintillating 
fashion. 

The fly in the ointment is 
that East can upset your 
applecart by playing the king 
of hearts at trick two. not a 
low heart. A low heart return 
by East is an error, aD right, 
but one he will almost surely 
make. 

So if, as we said before. East 
is a player who never makes a 
mistake, be will return the 
king of hearts and your 
magnificent plan will go down 
the drain.

G is card rides storm 
of emergency debate 


PARIS. March 17 (AP) — Pres- 
ident Valery Giscard d’Estaing’s 
center-right coalition has weath- 
ered two leftist-sponsored censure 
motions in a special National 
Assembly session called to examine 
rising unemployment and France's 
deepening steel crisis. 

The 592 members concluded the 
three-day session by endorsing the 
creation of a parliamentary com- 
mission to investigate the causes of 
the tnation'si 6.1 percent jobless 
rate. The vote was 2S3-199. 

An unusual coalition of leftists 
and Paris Mayor Jacques Chirac's 
Conservative Gaullist Party had 
proposed the commission as a 
means to counter the controversial 
^economic- policies of Premier 
Raymond Baric , especially his 
plan to restructure France's ailing 
steel industry at the cost of 
thousands of jobs. 


But Chirac and his party stood 
by Giscard d'Estaing’s Republi- 
cans, their coalition partner, on 
the motions to censure the gov- 
ernment for its policies. 

A Socialist censure motion sup- 
ported by the Communists gained 
200 votes, 46 short of a majority. A 
Communist-sponsored censure 
motion received only 86 votes. 

The steel reshuffle, designed id 
strengthen the industry’s viability 
in the increasingly competitive 
Internationa] steel market, had 
been expected to cause 3,000 
layoffs by the end of 1981 and has 
produced almost daily demonstra- 
tions by France's major trade 
unions. 


Barre's government has agreed 
to halt the layoflk pending the out- 
come of negotiations between the 
major (companies and the unions.

WASHINGTON, March 17 (R) 
— The chances of dramatically 
extending the human life span have 
been raised with the report of a 
University of Wyoming scientist 
that she has learned how to extend 
cell life bv one half. 


Dr. Joan SmiTh-Sonnebom, a 
professor of zoology and physiol- 
ogy. said Friday ste uncovered the 
lifo-extendine mechanism in work 


with a common, single-celled 
organism widely used in biofogy 
laboratories. 

Writing in “ Science " 
magazine, she reported that by 
bathing the cells in different doses 
of ultraviolet light the namage 
caused by aging could be delayed, 
or even reversed. The cells so 
treated showed a greater lifespan 
and a more jouthful response to 
further radiation treatment.

Uganda says 900 enemy killed 


Foreign ministers on the five 
western countries working toward 
a peaceful transition to indepen- 
dence for the territory, under 
South African control, have 
scheduled talks opening Monday 
with leaders of aO parties involved 
in the conflict. (See story page 
four.) 


NAIROBI. March 17 (R) — 
Uganda said Saturday it killed 
some 900 Tanzanian-tacked exQe 
invaders and destroyed and cap- 
tured rebel arms in a two-day bat- 
tle earlier this week. 

Radio Uganda said government 
troops captured three tanks and 
killed about 300 men in a clash 
with anti-Amin forces on Tuesday. 

The radio quoted a government 


spokesman as saying that 300 rebel 
troops were killed and 500 
wounded in further clashes the fol- 
lowing day. He said a number of 
heavy artillery pieces were also 
captured during the engagement. 

The broadcast was the first gov- 
ernment mention of the battle, 
which exile sources said took place 
on Monday. Radio Uganda did not 
say where the engagement took

Ballet legend, Leonide Massine, dies 


BORKEN, West Germany, 
March 17 (R) — Leonide Massine, 
one of the great namesof 20th cen- 
tury ballet, has died in hospital 
here aged 82. 

The Russian-born Massine, who 
died on Thursday, was choreog- 
rapher and principal dancer with 
Serge Diaghilev’ s Ballet Russe 60 
years ago. 

Massine, born in Moscow in 
1896, had lived with his wife out- 
side Borken, near the Dutch bor- 
der. for several years.

After Diaghflev's death In 1929, 
Massine worked with the de Basil 
and Monte Catio companies. - 

Two of his ballets were consis- 
tent favorites, “ La Boutique Fan- 
tasque ” and “ Le Tricorne ”. 

“ Le Tricorne ” was revived in 
London in 1947, in Cologne in 
1962, in Vienna in 1965 with Mas- 
sine dancing on all three occasions 
and again in London in 1973. 

In 1948, Massine appeared as 


the shoemaker in the British ballet 
film, 4 * Redshoes ” . He said at the 
time it brought him more publicity 
than he had ever had in his life. 

Even in his later years, Massine 
remained an athletic man with a 
restlessness which over several 
decades had taken him to many 
parts of the world. 

He became noted among other 
things for his symphonic ballets, 
created for works by Berlioz, 
Beethoven, Shostakovich, 
Schubert and Havdn 


place, but exile sources have said it 
was centered on Mi tala Maria, a 
village midway between Kampala 
and the rebel stronghold of 
Masaka.

Chicago police discover 
32nd body in Gacy case 


CHICAGO, March 17 (AP) — 
Investigators found the remains of 
anotherbody Friday at the homeof 
John Gacy, bringing to 32 tbe 
number of bodies found at his 
home or in a nearby river. 

It >is also the number of bodies 
which Gacy has reportedly told 
police he disposed of — but inves- 
tigators said they will keep hunting 
for more. 

The latest skeleton was found as 
sheriff's investigators sifted 
through the dirt beneath 
floodboardsof an addition to Gacy*s 
home in an area near Chicago. It 
was the 29th body found at his 


home. 

Three bodies hare been p 
from the nearby Des Plaines R 
authorities said. 

According to published rep 
investigators have said Gag 
of disposing of the bodies o 
young men after assault 
them. 

Gacy, a 36-year-oid s 
employed contractor, has I 
charged with murdering a 
young men. He Is being held v 
out bond in the County Pi 
Hospital. 

Only 13 of the bodies have l 
identified so far. 


He was admitted to a hospital a 
week ago. 

Massine worked with Serge 
Diaghilev in Paris when the impre- 
sario was creating a new form of 
ballet before and after World War 
I. 

In his long career he worked 
with many outstanding figures in 
the world of ait, including Pablo 
Picasso, Salvador Dali, Igor 
Stravinsky, Richard Strause and 
Manuel de FaHa. 

Massine created over 100 ballets 
in bis lifetime. 

Married three tunes, he lived in 
the United States during World 
War D and became a U.S. citizen. 

Diaghilev took great pains with 
the 16- year-old Massine when he 
first spotted him on a visit to Mos- 
cow in 1913. He chose Massine to 
replace the Nijinsky, who was 
about to leave him. 

In his early years with 
Diaghilev, Massine danced with 
tfie Russian prima ballerinas 
Tamara Karsavina and Lydia 


Gulf light crude reported 
selling for $22 a barrel 


KUWAIT, March 17 (AP) — Shipments of Gulf light erodes have 
been auctioned recently at prices ranging fxom$ 21 to$22 a barrel, the 
Kuwait newspaper “AJ-Siyassah” reported Saturday. 

The paper did not identify the seller or tbe buyera, but said tbe 
“transactions were made in the last few days by certain Gulf produc- 
ers, after the Iranian National Oil Cfo. offered crudeoilat$ 23 to>$24a 
barrel.” 

An unidentified Japanese company was reported to have bought 
one million barrels of Qatari crude at $ 21 5 a barrel, butbtbcr«feais' 
were concluded at $ 22 a barrel: 

Also in Kuwait, a financial expert predicted Saturday that tbe value 
of the dollar will continue to rite unless prevented “by abnormal 
factors.” 

KhalidAbu Saud, financial adviser to the Ruler of Kuwait, Sheflch 
Jabe r ATAhmed Al-Sabah, told * *AI~Watan” newspaper tbe value of 
tbe dollar remained for many months so “abnormally low” that the 
only natural consequence was “for it to go up.” 

“The American economy is not so weak as to produce such a low 
value of the dollar,” he added. 

He cited a number of factors as being behind tbe current rise in 
value of tbe dollar, including “confidence brought about by selling $7 
billion of foreign currency by the Carter administration over tbe last 
three months in support of tbe dollar.”

Tbe Austrian chancellor, stres- 
sing that be was giving only his 
personal opinion, said the Middle 
East peace drive started in Geneva 
and could be concluded there.
